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Dear  Friends: 

Boston  is  a  city  of  many  public  treasures.  Among  the  most  visible,  valuable,  and  delightful 
are  the  statues  and  monuments  which  are  found  throughout  our  neighborhoods. 

Our  priceless  outdoor  public  art  comprises  a  collection  considered  to  be  among  the  finest  in 
the  nation.  Many  pieces  have,  however,  been  seriously  damaged  overtime  —  victims  of  the 
elements,  acid  rain,  and  vandalism. 

In  order  to  preserve  our  valuable  and  historic  public  monuments,  which  are  such  an 
important  part  of  Boston's  heritage  and  history,  we  have  developed  the  Adopt-A-Statue 
Program  —  a  unique  public/private  partnership.  The  City  of  Boston  Environment 
Department  and  the  Office  of  Arts  and  Humanities  have  been  joined  by  the  Boston 
Foundation  and  the  Friends  of  the  Public  Garden  and  Common  in  an  effort  to  raise  $1.2 
million  to  restore  and  maintain  Boston's  outdoor  public  art. 

Boston  is  the  first  city  in  the  United  States  to  undertake  an  outdoor  art  restoration  project  of 
this  scale.  The  Adopt-A-Statue  Program  will  provide  funds  to  restore  thirty-nine  pieces  of 
outdoor  art  and  also  establish  a  permanent  endowment  for  the  annual  maintenance  of  all 
sixty-nine  major  statues  and  monuments  in  the  city.  Unlike  many  restoration  efforts  which 
prove  futile  because  they  are  not  followed  by  regular  examination  and  cleaning, 
Adopt-A-Statue  includes  an  annual  maintenance  component  which  is  critical  to  any 
conservation  effort. 

The  success  of  Adopt-A-Statue  depends  upon  the  participation  of  everyone  —  corporations, 
neighbors,  civic  organizations,  and  school  children.  The  City  needs  your  help  in  protecting 
its  irreplaceable  sculptural  heritage.  I  appeal  to  your  civic  pride  and  ask  that  you  join  us  in 
preserving  our  monuments,  these  symbols  of  Boston's  proud  history.

INTRODUCTION 

Boston 's  Outdoor  Public  Art 

The  City  of  Boston  is  the  owner  and  steward  of  over  one  hundred  pieces  of  outdoor  art  located 
throughout  the  neighborhoods  and  central  city.  Included  in  the  collection  are  statues,  plaques 
and  tablets  of  various  materials,  including  bronze,  granite  and  marble. 

The  majority  of  Boston/s  outdoor  public  art  has  been  a  gift  to  the  people  of  Boston.  Some 
works,  however,  have  been  commissioned  by  the  City.  None  of  the  pieces  included  in  the 
Adopt-A-Statue  Program  have  been  accompanied  by  a  maintenance  endowment. 

Condition 

Boston  outdoor  public  art,  a  treasured  visual  link  with  the  past,  has,  during  the  past  several 
decades,  deteriorated  dramatically.  The  damage  caused  by  acid  rain,  auto  emissions,  and  the 
elements  has  been  extensive  and  insidious. 

Recent  research  has  proven  that  tfre  green  patina  which  eventually  forms  on  untreated  bronze 
sculptures  is  not  protective.  Rather,  it  is  the  product  of  a  corrosive  and  potentially  devastating 
environment.  Acid  rain  dissolves  the  outer  layer  of  bronze,  destroying  the  sculptural  qualities 
and  compromising  the  artistic  integrity  of  the  work. 

Acid  rain  also  damages  marble,  dissolving  its  crystals  thus  creating  a  sugary  consistency  to  the 
surface.  Black  crusts  of  efflorescence  form  through  the  reaction  of  acid  precipitation  and 
atmospheric  soot  on  marble  surfaces.  Organic  growth,  such  as  algae  and  lichen,  produce  a 
variety  of  stains. 

Unfortunately  outdoor  art  is  never  completely  safe  from  vandalism.  Studies  indicate  that  once 
graffiti  appears  more  graffiti  is  encouraged  if  the  initial  markings  are  not  immediately 
removed.  Prompt  response  to  this  defacement  must  be  a  part  of  any  maintenance  program. 


Work  to  Date 

The  Boston  Art  Commission  has  done  extensive  research  on  restoration  techniques  offered  by 
conservators  nationwide  and  has  chosen  to  use  several  variations  of  current  techniques  for  its 
restoration  of  such  pieces  as  the  William  Lloyd  Garrison  Memorial  on  Commonwealth  Avenue 
Mall  and  the  General  George  Washington  Statue  in  the  Boston  Public  Garden.  The  Art 
Commission,  which  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  City's  art,  has,  for  the  past 
several  years,  received  an  average  of  $10,000  annually  from  the  City's  Environment 
Department  for  restoration  and  maintenance.  These  funds,  combined  with  several  generous 
contributions  from  private  donors,  have  helped  restore  thirteen  statues.  This  restoration, 
however,  represents  only  a  fraction  of  what  is  needed  on  an  annual  basis.  Of  the  sixty-nine 
major  pieces  of  public  art  in  Boston  which  are  included  in  this  campaign,  thirty-nine  require 
full  restoration  and  all  must  be  annually  maintained. 

Background 

Several  years  ago  the  City  of  Boston,  through  its  Environment  Department  and  the  Office  of  the 
Arts  and  Humanities,  began  exploring  ways  to  restore  and  permanently  maintain  Boston's 
outdoor  public  art.  With  the  knowledge  that  the  project  would  require  funds  in  excess  of 
$1 ,200,000,  it  quickly  became  apparent  that  private  contributions  would  have  to  be  sought. 

The  Goal 

The  goal  of  Adopt-A-Statue  is  to  achieve  funding  for  the  restoration  of  thirty-nine  pieces  of 
outdoor  public  art  and  to  establish  a  permanent  maintenance  endowment  which  would 
provide  for  the  annual  cleaning  and  maintenance  of  sixty-nine  pieces. 

The  Plan 

To  invite  individuals,  groups  of  individuals,  or  corporations  to  "adopt"  a  piece  of  Boston 
outdoor  public  art  by  either: 

a.  incurring  the  total  cost  of  restoring  and  maintaining  a  particular  piece  of  art;  or 

b.  making  a  donation  towards  a  general  restoration  and  maintenance  fund. 
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Operation 

The  funds  will  be  held  in  trust  by  The  Boston  Foundation,  a  501(c)(3)  organization. 

There  shall  be  a  Bronze  Committee  whose  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Boston  Art 
Commission.  The  membership  of  said  committee  shall  consist  of  the  following  individuals: 
the  Curator  of  American  Decorative  Arts  and  Sculpture  for  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston, 
the  President  of  the  Friends  of  the  Public  Garden  and  Common,  a  member  of  the  Boston  Art 
Commission,  a  member  of  the  American  Institute  of  Conservators  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Parks  and  Recreation.  The  Bronze  Committee  shall  develop  requests  for  proposals  from 
qualified  conservators  and  shall  recommend  to  the  Commission  the  selection  of 
conservator(s)  and  conservation  treatment  for  individual  artworks. 

Restoration  and  maintenance  work  will  commence  on  an  individual  basis,  as  funding  for 
each  statue  is  obtained. 

The  Boston  Art  Commission  shall  act  as  Directors  of  the  Adopt- A-Statue  Program  and  shall 
have  said  authority  over  decisions  and  tasks  pertaining  to  administration,  personnel, 
restoration  and  maintenance  schedules,  and  contract  management. 

The  City  of  Boston,  through  the  Office  of  the  Arts  and  Humanities  and  the  Environment 
Department,  will  provide  staff  assistance  for  the  management  of  the  Adopt-A-Statue 
Program. 

Why  You  Should  Think  About  Adopting 

Adopt- A-Statue  is  a  historic  campaign.  Boston  is  the  first  city  in  the  United  States  to 
undertake  an  art  restoration  project  of  this  dimension.  In  addition,  the  establishment  of  a 
permanent  maintenance  endowment  for  each  piece  of  outdoor  public  art  is  an 
unprecedented  measure.  Donors  who  contribute  the  entire  amount  needed  for  adoption,  and 
those  who  make  a  substantial  contribution  toward  the  restoration  and  maintenance  of  the 
Brewer  Fountain  or  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Monument,  can  become  a  part  of  Boston  history 
as  their  civic  contribution  will  be  commemorated  on  a  plaque  to  be  placed  near  the  piece 
which  they  have  adopted. 

Gifts  are  tax  deductible  to  the  extent  limited  by  Law.

The  casebook  provides  the  history  and  condition  of  each  of  the  sixty-nine  major  pieces  of 
outdoor  art  belonging  to  the  people  of  Boston.

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  erected  this 
monument  to  the  five  men  who  fell  at  the  Boston 
Massacre.

Attucks,  a  black  man,  was  the  first  to  fall  on 
March  5,  1770,  during  the  Boston  Massacre. 

The  monument  has  lost  its  original  patina  and  is  deeply 
pitted.  The  monument  has  also  been  marked  by  spray 
paint  and  graffiti.  The  fence  is  missing.

Alexander  Hamilton,  a  British  subject,  was  born  on  the 
island  of  Nevis  in  the  West  Indies.  He  distinguished 
himself  as  soldier  and  statesman  during  the  Revolutionary 
War  and  was  a  signer  of  the  Constitution.

The  property  on  which  the  Mall  stands  once  belonged  to 
John  Harvard.

Sailors  from  the  U.S.S.  "Boston"  salvaged  this  bell,  which 
had  been  appropriated  for  the  Japanese  war  effort,  from 
a  scrap  heap  in  Yokosuka,  Japan.  The  officers  and  men 
presented  it  to  the  City  of  Boston  in  1945.

Tadeusz  Kosciuszko  was  born  in  Poland.  After  his  arrival 
in  the  United  States  he  enlisted  in  the  Continental  Army 
and  so  distinguished  himself,  particularly  at  New  York 
and  Yorktown,  that  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Colonel.  Kosciuszko  built  the  fortifications  at  Saratoga 
and  West  Point,  and  was  responsible  for  American 
defenses  along  the  Hudson.

Charles  Sumner,  born  in  Boston,  was  one  of  the  most 
effective  supporters  of  Horace  Mann  in  his  work  to 
improve  the  system  of  public  education  in  Massachusetts. 

In  1851  he  was  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate  and 
five  years  later,  while  championing  the  cause  of 
emancipation,  was  knocked  unconscious  by  a  Southern 
Congressman.  For  the  next  three  years  he  was  unable  to 
serve  in  the  Senate.  During  this  period,  Massachusetts 
reelected  him  by  a  large  majority  in  the  belief  that  his 
vacant  chair  was  a  testimony  to  free  speech  and 
opposition  to  slavery. 

Irregularly  colored  corrosion  products  have  disfigured 
this  statue.  The  granite  base  is  marked  with  graffiti.

It  should  be  noted  that  many  other  plaques,  tablets  and  memorials  are  found 
throughout  the  City  of  Boston.  In  most  cases,  however,  they  are  located  on  private 
property  and/or  already  maintained  by  organizations  or  individuals.  For  this  reason 
they  have  not  been  included  in  the  program.  It  is  also  possible  that,  due  to  incomplete 
records,  several  pieces  of  outdoor  public  art  have  been  inadvertently  omitted  from  this 
list.  Anyone  interested  in  a  particular  piece  of  outdoor  public  art  which  does  not 
appear  in  the  ADOPT-A-STATUE  CASEBOOK  should  contact  the  Environment 
Department  for  further  information.
